begin in the name of Allah AS Lord of the Worlds and 
sending Peace & Salutations on our beloved Rasülullah 


Each year, people from all over Arabia would come to Makkah to 
perform Hajj. Rasülullah ¿tee now started to invite the 
pilgrims towards Islam. The Quraysh would encourage the people 
not to listen to Rasülullah ¿Ge and among them was his own 
uncle Abü Lahab. 


In the 11" year of Prophethood a small group of people from the 
tribe of Khazraj came to Makkah. They had come from a town 
called Yathrib, which was located just over 200 miles to the north 
as the crow flies. 


Rasulullah ¿sic invited the pilgrims to come and listen to 
what he had to say. The group agreed and Rasúlullah ste 
presented Islam to them. He recited verses of the Divine 
Revelation and the visitors realised that this person was none 
other than the Prophet who had been mentioned in the Jewish 
Scriptures. 
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This group now became the newest members of the faith and went 
back to Yathrib with the intention of calling others towards the 
truth. 


A year passed by and during the season of Hajj in the 12" Year of 
Prophethood, 12 people now arrived from Yathrib. They met 
Rasulullah ¿sic e in the blessed valley of Mina’ in a place 
called ‘Aqabah. The first pledge of allegiance was taken on the 
hand of Rasülullah iz; and once again the group returned 
to Madinah. 


On this occasion, 2 of the illustrious Companions of Rasulullah 
Acsalcáfio were sent with them. ‘Abdullah ibn Umm Maktüm 
ces and Mus'ab ibn Umayr es. Their task was to teach the 
new Muslims about Islam. 


It was now the 13" Year of Prophethood. Islam had been 
flourishing in Yathrib and a larger group of pilgrims now came for 
Hajj with many Muslims amongst them. They had agreed to meet 
Rasulullah ¿saco in Mina’ once again. 


The uncle of Rasülullah izj4deXi2, “Abbas ¿cs accompanied 
him and spoke to the pilgrims from Yathrib explaining what it 
would mean if they gave Rasülullah ¿ac Go refuge. All the 
people who were enemies of Rasülullah Axa would now 
become their enemies as well. Their lives and the lives of their 
families would never be the same again. 
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The Muslims from Yathrib expressed their awareness of the 
potential consequences and wholeheartedly agreed to look after 
Rasulullah iz;4íexji2. They pledged allegiance with Rasülullah 
Jzsiexjve and this became known as the second pledge of 
“Agabah. 


The other pilgrims from Yathrib were not aware of the intentions 
of the new Muslims. The Quraysh found out that something had 
happened, and when questioned, the pilgrims from Yathrib 
denied all knowledge of anything happening. Later on when the 
Quraysh confirmed the incident had taken place, they went after 
the pilgrims, but by that time it was too late, they were already 
well on their way back home. 


Back in Yathrib, As‘ad ibn Zurarah zás decided to make the 
Muslims congregate on a Friday to remember Allah Masakan. He 
had seen how the Jews and Christians gathered on the day of 
Sabbath and Sunday respectively. Soon after, a letter was received 
from Rasulullah ¿ac óleo telling them to perform 2 units of 
congregational prayer just after the middle of the day. And this 
was how the Jum'ah Prayer was established. 
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The Place of Migration 


n the same way Prophethood had been preceded by true 

dreams, the Hijrah - migration was also preceded by true 

dreams. In the dreams, Rasülullah ¿ace had been shown 
the place where he would migrate to, but he hadn't been told of 
its name. He had been shown that he was migrating towards a 
place which had many date palms and due to this, he thought it 
could be Al-Yamamah or Hibr. 


In another narration, the names of 3 places were mentioned 
through Revelation.

Jarir Ibn “Abdullah 422885 narrates that Rasülullah {zti said 
“Indeed Allah has revealed to me, that whichever of these 3 places you 
go to, will be the place of your migration. Al Madinah, or Bahrayn or 


Qinnasrin.” 


Rasulullah ¿saco had been given a clear indication of the 
different places where he could possibly migrate. After the 


*Jami' at-Tirmidhi 3923 
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pledges of ‘Aqabah had taken place, Rasülullah It gave his 
Companions %44 the order to migrate to Yathrib. The place of 
migration had now been decided, and it was going to be Yathrib 
or Madinah as it would be later known. 

When the Companions EZ received the command, they 


started to migrate in a manner where the Quraysh would not 


know. 
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The Migration Begins 


nd so the most famous migration in the history of 

mankind had begun. Each person had to leave behind 

their home, their families and their wealth. Leave it all 
behind and go to a town where they knew no one and had no 
possessions. They were willing to sacrifice everything for Allah 
SAL. 


Each person had a different story when it came to their Hijrah, 
each of them faced different difficulties. The Quraysh were not 
going to make it easy for anyone to leave and they would try their 
utmost to stop them. 


The Sahabah ¿:4s didn’t just attain their lofty status 
automatically, but it was due to their actions, their sacrifices, their 
obedience to Allah 35553 and Rasülullah desae. They were 
the greatest Muslims to have ever lived.

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The family of Abu Salamah zais, 

The first to migrate from the Companions to Madinah was the 
milk brother of Rasülullah zaf, Abū Salamah ibn “Abdul 
Asad Makhzümi 124%. His name was “Abdullah. 


He made the intention to migrate with his wife and child. Abü 
Salamah ža; was now ready to leave and even put the saddle on 
his camel. He put his wife Umme Salamah ss on the camel 
with their child. This is the same Umme Salamah zik who after 
her husband's demise became the wife of Rasulullah ico. 


The family were just about to leave, when the polytheists found 
out and Umme Salamah's Gais family arrived. They said to Abū 
Salamah žá that you have a choice, if you want to go, you can 
go, but you are not going to take our daughter with you. They 
took Umme Salamah ss by her hand and led her away from 
her husband and child. 







Abu Salamah’s žais relatives then 
arrived and said that this child is from our 

family so you also cannot take him away. The 

child was then snatched from his mother. 


Abū Salamah iais; was now separated from his wife and child 
and all 3 were separated from each other. His wife had been taken 
away by her family and their son had been taken away by his 
family. Abū Salamah 224% then made his way to Madinah alone. 
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Umme Salamah sails; 

Umme Salamah &zXi;5 says that when the morning would arrive, 
I used to go to a place called Abtah and cry until the evening. This 
carried on for an entire year or nearly a year until one of my 
uncle's children took pity on me and went to the Banu Al- 
Mughayrah. 


He told them to have pity on her and they finally gave her 
permission to leave for Madinah. The Banü Al-Asad also now 
returned her child to her. 


She took her child in her lap, mounted a camel and set off for 
Madinah. She reached Tan‘im, which is a place just on the 
outskirts of Makkah and came across *Uthman ibn Talhah ží. 


Upon seeing her alone, he asked her where she was going? She 
replied that she was going to Madinah, to her husband. He asked 
her, isn’t there anyone with you? She said: 





‘By Allah, there is no one except Allah and my child’ 
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Upon hearing this, Uthman ibn Talhah šas took pity on her 

and held the rein of her camel. He started to walk and whenever 

a place came for them to stop, he would set the camel down and 

move back.

come for them to depart, 
he would bring the camel and move back himself. He would tell 
her to get on the camel and then he would hold the rein once 
again. They carried on like this in the direction of Madinah 


The Reunion 

Quba' is a district on the outskirts of Madinah and lay to the south 
of the main town. When the small party were close to Quba', and 
the houses of the Banu “Amr ibn ‘Awf became visible, “Uthman ibn 
Talhah 1:45 informed Umme Salamah sis that this is the 
place where her husband was residing. 


‘Uthman ibn Talhah ži took Umme Salamah akis to her 
husband and then went all the way back to Makkah. Umme 
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Salamah zik used to say by Allah she hasn't seen anyone more 
noble than *Uthman ibn Talhah XXe. 


The family was finally reunited, husband, wife and child. For over 
a year they had been separated from each other, but now they 
were together again and had completed the migration. Umme 
Salamah GA journey would have been made even more 
difficult if she had not met “Uthman ibn Talhah ža. He took her 
all the way from Makkah to Madinah, but never once did he treat 
her with anything other than the utmost respect. 
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Makkah becomes deserted 


ore Companions were now migrating. ‘Amir ibn 

Rabi‘ah ks was next to migrate with his wife Layla’ 

bint Abi Hathmah GzZicz. Then Abū Ahmad ibn Jahsh 
cs and his brother ‘Abdullah ibn Jahsh #4 also migrated 
with their families and locked their houses. 


“Utbah and Abū Jahl, two of the Qurayshi leaders were standing 
looking at how the houses in Makkah were now becoming empty 
and deserted. One by one, the people were leaving Makkah. 
“Utbah was affected by this and recited a couplet about the houses, 
saying no matter how long they remain inhabited; one day they 
will become a place of sadness. He then said that this was all the 
work of their nephew who has caused a divide in our group, 
meaning Rasülullah izj«fex.

had also intended to migrate with “Umar ašis but the Quraysh 
prevented him from going. 


“Umar and “Ayyash Wae; arrived in the locality of the Banu ‘Amr 
ibn “Awf in Quba'. Abū Jahl ibn Hisham and his brother Harith ibn 
Hisham (who later embraced) left Makkah and also arrived in 
Madinah. “Ayyash zás was their half-brother as they shared the 
same mother and also their cousin. 


At this time, Rasúlullah ¿sic Ge was still in Makkah. 








Abu Jahl and Harith said to “Ayyash 
ice that your mother has 
taken an oath. She will never 
put a comb to her hair, and she 
will never seek shade from 
the sunshine until she lays 
eyes upon you once again. Upon 
hearing this, “Ayyash xz 
heart filled with sorrow and he 
decided to go back to Makkah with 
them. 
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On the way back, “Ayyash zás, was tricked by them and bound. 
He was taken as a captive and brought back to Makkah. He was 
then imprisoned and unable to leave for Madinah. 


Al-Walid ibn al-Walid azas 

Later on when Rasülullah ¿sac Ge arrived in Madinah, he asked 
the Companions, who would go and get “Ayyash Z&X and 
Hisham £s for him. Al-Walid ibn al-Walid ¿xs responded to 
the call. 


He travelled to Makkah and entered into the city covertly. He met 
a woman who was holding some food, and asked her where she 
was going with it? She replied that she was taking it to two 


prisoners. 


He followed her until he reached the place where the 2 
Companions had been held captive. They had been held in a house 
which had no roof. When the evening came, he managed to get 
into the house. He A 





took a stone 
and placed it 
under their 
shackles. He then 
struck the shackles with his sword and broke them. He freed the 
two prisoners and put them on his camel. He then led them all 
the way back to Madinah, to Rastilullah 2z;4ie5j i. 
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The Supplication 
During the period when the Companions had been imprisoned, 
Rasulullah ¿ute used to recite the Qunüt in the morning 
prayer and supplicate for their release.

Gradually, the Companions of Rasülullah ¿suce migrated to 
Madinah. The only Muslims left in Makkah were Rasúlullah 
desae ko, Abū Bakr Xeiiizz and “Ali xac. There were also a few 
more helpless Companions who were either held captive or 


prevented from leaving. 
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Dar an-Nadwah 
The Quraysh had seen that the Companions zziz had mostly left 


and very soon Rasúlullah ¿52 would also leave for Madinah. 


They gathered in Dar an-Nadwah, to decide what they should do 
next. Dar an-Nadwah was the house of their forefather Qusay ibn 
Kilab and all of the major decisions for the Quraysh used to take 
place in this house. 


The Qurayshi nobles from all of the different tribes assembled in 
the renowned house. 


> From the Banu “Abd Shams, “Utbah ibn Rabi‘ah, Shaybah 
ibn Rabi‘ah and Abu Sufyan ibn Harb.

The Arrival of Iblis 

There was also another person present at the council. Iblis 
arrived in the form of an old man and stood at the door. When the 
Quraysh saw him, they asked him, who he was. He said he was a 
Shaykh from Najd. He told them that he wanted to hear their 
conversation, and if possible, he would help them with his 
opinion. The Quraysh gave him permission to enter and the 
meeting started. 


The Meeting 

The meeting began and the people started to give their opinions, 
on what they should do with Rasülullah ¿ac G%Í. One person 
suggested that they should imprison him. Iblis in the form of the 
Najdi old man replied that this is not a good idea, if his 
Companions find out, then they will free him. 


Another person gave the opinion that they should exile him. 
Again Iblis replied that this opinion is completely wrong. If some 
people from another city are taken in by his words and accept 
him, then they could attack us. 
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Abi Jahl's opinion was that they should neither imprison him nor 
exile him. One person should be chosen from each tribe and they 
should kill Rasúlullah ¿ac Gio altogether. In this manner, his 
murder will be shared by all the tribes and the Banu “Abd Manaf, 
the family of Rasúlullahicate ¿e would not be able to fight with 
all of the tribes. They will have no choice but to accept blood 
money. All of the people in the meeting including Iblis favoured 
this opinion. 


It was decided that this action would have to be done in that 
month. On one side the meeting came to an end with the decision 
to assassinate Rasulullah ¿cc 2 and on the other side Jibril 
alike arrived with revelation to Rasülullah 25440. 
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The Warning

Issac would then sleep in “Ali 224%5 cloak.

Abū Bakr 
vis said “O Rasulullah zaffe, I have 2 she camels which I 
have prepared for migration, so take one of them”. Rasulullah 
Isle said “I will take it for a price”. 


Abū Bakr xs had already purchased 2 camels ready for the 
journey. Waqidi mentions that the name of the camel which 
Rasülullah ¿saco took was Qaswa’. Ibn Ishaq mentions it was 
called Jud'a' and this is the most correct opinion. 
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The Night Comes 


he night arrived and darkness settled in. The assassins 

came to the house of Rasúlullah iz; and 

surrounded it. As mentioned earlier, Rasülullah Ito 
had told his cousin brother, ‘Ali edi; to sleep on his bed and 
wrap himself in Rasülullah ¿ate green sheet. Rasúlullah 
Acsacleciik told him not to worry as no one would be able to cause 
him any harm. 


Rasulullah ¿53 also instructed “Ali xaf to return all the 
goods which people had left in his trust. 


A Handful of Dust 
Rasülullah ¿uste came out of his house with a handful of dust 
and recited the first few verses of Sürah Yasin.

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Asma’ Gaiz - The One with Two Belts 

The eldest daughter of Abū Bakr 2<éiiz was called Asma’ Eds. 
She had prepared some food for their journey and because she was 
in a hurry, instead of using a rope - she tore her belt in two and 
used the pieces of her belt to tie the food package. 


In another narration by Ibn Sa‘ad, it says that she used one piece 
to tie the food package and another to close the mouth of a 
waterskin. From that day she was known as Dhawatul Nataqayn - 
‘She of the two belts’. 


In Ibn Ishaq, it mentions that Asma’ Gak said, when the Prophet 
Azs4dex[ye and Abū Bakr xá had left, a group of the Quraysh 
came and stopped at the door of Abū Bakr &eXicz. She said I went 
out and they asked, "Where is your father O daughter of Abü 
Bakr". She replied, "By Allah, I don't know where he is". She said 
that Abu Jahl then raised his hand and hit her on her cheek. 
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he two Companions made their way to the mountain of 


Thawr. This mountain is about 10km south east of 








Meanwhile, back in Makkah, the 
assassins were still outside the 
house of Rasülullah ¿sitio 
thinking he was inside. A man 
passed by them and asked, "Why 
are you standing and what are 
you waiting for?" The assassins 


Makkah as you can see in the map below. The mountain 


itself is 1,405 metres high, 
much higher than Ben Nevis 
which, is the highest mountain 


in Britain. 


The journey was long and hard 
as it was also night. When they 
reached the mountain, they 
started to climb until they 
reached a cave. The cave is 
about 750m above sea level so 
over halfway up the mountain. 
The cave has 2 entrances and a 
height of only 1.25 metres. 
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told him that they were waiting for Rasülullah dsaeaiie and as 
soon as he comes out, they will kill him. 

The man said to them, "May Allah XI make you 
unsuccessful. Muhammad ¿teo has thrown dust on your 
heads and passed by" 


The assassins had surrounded the house of Rasúlullah Arahe 
all night long but had not entered into the house. When the 
morning came, the assassins realised they had been fooled. They 
had thought that Rasülullàh ¿Ge was asleep in his bed but

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The Time in the Cave 

Rasulullah ¿sac and Abū Bakr edi; had reached the cave at 
night. Abu Bakr 124% went inside the cave first, to ensure there 
were no dangerous things inside like snakes. Once he checked the 
cave, Rasulullah ¿to then entered. 


Rasulullah 25.63% and Abū Bakr ží were hidden in the cave 
whilst the people in Makkah were looking for them. During the 
day ‘Abdullah edi; who was the son of Abu Bakr Xd, would 
stay in Makkah and see what the Quraysh were up to. He would 
then go to the cave in the evening and update Rasulullah 
Academie and his father Abū Bakr žais. 


“Amir ibn Fuhayrah edi; was a slave who Abi Bakr 
css had freed. He used to shepherd the goats for 






the people of Makkah. When night-time would come, 
he would take his goats near the cave 
and give Rasülullah 
ist and Abū Bakr 
ces milk from the goats. 
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The Guide 

In order to get to Madinah, they needed a skilled guide to take 
them by routes which were seldom used. ‘Abdullah ibn Arigat had 
been hired for this purpose. Even though he had not embraced, 
both Rasülullah 252% and Abū Bakr 224%5 placed their trust 
in him.

A'ishah iz; narrates that Rasulullah {atil and Abi Bakr 
1245 hired a man from the tribe of Bani sia. as an expert guide and 
he was on the religion of the Pagan Quraysh. They both gave him their 
two riding camels and took a promise from him to bring their riding 


camels in the morning of the third day to the Cave of Thawr.

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Rasülullah ¿sic had completely wrong footed the Quraysh. 
They spent the night watching his house and he had slipped away 
unnoticed. Secondly, they had thought he had travelled north 
towards Madinah and sent out search parties for him. Instead, 
Rasülullah ¿Ge had turned south and gone in the opposite 
direction. 


He had also chosen the place of his hiding, and the time they 
would spend there before leaving for Madinah. And finally, the 
path to Makkah had also been chosen and it was a way not known 
by many people. 
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The Web & the Nest 
The companions of the cave had arrived at night-time. Hafiz 
Dhahabi mentions, first Abū Bakr äs entered into the cave and 
then Rasülullah Acetic. Then with Allāhs IE 
permission, a spider spun a web over the mouth of the cave. 

When the Quraysh found out that Rasülullah ¿5 was not in 
his house, they sent people 





looking everywhere for him. 
They even reached the 
cave but upon seeing the 
web they did not enter it. 
How could someone be 
inside a cave when a web is 


covering the opening?

The Journey Begins 
or three nights, Rasulullah ¿tc and Abū Bakr eic 
stayed in the cave. The Quraysh had searched for 
Rasulullah saco for three days but were unsuccessful, 
even though a reward of 100 camels was offered to whoever found 
him. The search had now lost its momentum and on the morning 
of third day, “Abdullah ibn Arr'qat arrived with the camels as was 
agreed. 


The small group now started to make their way to Madinah using 
a path which first took them towards the sea in a westerly 
direction. 


Rasulullah ¿saco sat on one camel and on the other sat Abū 
Bakr zás and his freed slave ‘Amir ibn Fuhayrah XA. 
“Abdullah ibn Arigat sat on his camel and led the way. 
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The Route

They bypassed many places on the normal trade route like Kadid 
and Wadi Amaj. Just past Wadi Qudayd, they came across the tent 
of Umm Ma‘bad.

Umm Ma‘bad was a respectable woman and a generous host. 
Rasülullah ¿saco and his Companions tried to purchase some 
dates and meat from her but were unable to do so. 


Rasülullah ¿isc Ge eyes then fell upon a goat which was tied up 
to one side of the tent. He asked about this goat, and Umm Ma‘bad 
said that this goat is lean and skinny, so it does not go out with the 
other goats to graze. Rasülullah ¿sico asked, if there was any 
milk in the goat? She replied, where is the milk going to come 
from? Rasülullah iz;4Xx2 then asked her if he could have 
permission to milk the goat. She said, if there is milk in the goat 
then definitely milk it. 
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Rasulullah ¿uc Ge said ‘Bismillah’ and placed his hands on its 
udders. The udders filled with milk and he started to milk the 
goat. 


A large bowl from which 8 to 10 people could drink, became full. 
First Rasülullah ¿5 ce gave Umm Ma‘bad the milk, she drank 
until she was full. He then gave some to his Companions and 
finally he drank himself. Rasülullah ¿sac Gio then milked the 
goat again until the bowl became full and he gave it to Umm 
Ma‘bad. He took a pledge off her and left. 


When her husband Abu Ma‘bad arrived in the evening with the 
rest of the goats he saw the bowl of milk and asked where it came 
from. She related the whole incident to him, and he said definitely 
this is the Qurayshi meaning Rasülullah izs4fejcz. He said that he 
will definitely also be at his service.

Suragah ibn Malik 

The Quraysh had sent a proclamation that whoever kills or 
captures Rasulullah ¿sacó or Abū Bakr £e&izz will receive 100 
camels each. 


Suraqah ibn Malik was sat with his people when someone came to 
him and said that he had seen some people on the path towards 
the sea. He thought to himself that this must be the Prophet 
Muhammad ¿sat and his Companions. 


Suragah realised it was Rasülullah zaf but told the person 
who had informed him, that it must be some other people. The 
reason for this was that he didn’t want to alert anyone else from 
the Quraysh in case they capture him first and take the bounty. 
After a while, Suraqah got up and told his servant to take his horse 
and tie it under a certain tree. He then took his spear and left the 
house from the back so nobody could see. He then got on his horse 
and sped towards the party. 


When Suraqah got close, Abū Bakr ¿2:45 saw him and said to 
Rasülullah ¿sacó that we have been caught, this man has 
come looking for us. Rasulullah ¿35460 told Abū Bakr xass to 
not grieve as Allah IL is with them. 


Rasulullah ¿saco then supplicated to Allah ISC and 
Suraqah's horse went knee deep into the stony terrain. Suraqah 
then said to Rasülullah ¿cie "I know this has happened 
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because of your supplication, please supplicate for me to Allah 
Ar (that he is released) and I swear by Allah that whichever 
person I see searching for you will make them return". 


Rasulullah ¿cs có Ro then supplicated to Allah $5553: and the 
earth released the horse. Suraqah then says that he understood 
at that moment, that Allah IG will make Rasulullah 
Isle successful. 


Suràqah told Rasülullah ¿sauce of the bounty on his head and 
presented to him the provisions for the journey he had with him. 
Rasulullah zak didn't accept them but told him under no 
circumstance was he to tell anyone about them. 


Suraqah then returned back to Makkah and anyone he would 
meet on the way searching for Rasülullah ¿sac io, he 






would turn them back and say that there is no 
need for them to go there as he had already 
been.

They eventually arrived at Quba’ which is a locality 3 miles outside 
of Madinah. 
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summary 
asulullah ¿saco had seen dreams before his migration 
of a place full of date palms. In a narration in Tirmidhi, 3 
places were named with Madinah being one of them. 


Pilerims from Madinah had arrived in Makkah during the season 
of Hajj for 3 consecutive years and two pledges had taken place in 
“Agabah. 


Rasulullah izj44eXi2 now gave his Companions permission to 
migrate. They left carefully and stealthily so no one could find out. 
If the Quraysh found out anyone was going, they would do their 
best to prevent them. 


Many Companions went through great difficulty when trying to 
migrate. Among them were Abū Salamah 2:4%s, and his family, 
“Ayyash kai and Hisham 1:45. All the Companions were 
leaving behind everything they had every worked for, their 
wealth and their families for the sake of Allah 355362. 


The Quraysh then gathered in Dar an-Nadwah to decide what to 
do with Rasúlullah ¿sac Ge. They hatched a plan to assassinate 
him but Jibril size informed Rasúlullah Asco. 


Rasulullah ¿sico left “Ali Gs in his place in his house, 
wrapped in his sheet and then left without being noticed after 
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throwing dust on the heads of the Assassins and reading the first 
few verses of Surah Yasin. He made his way to the house of his 
friend Abū Bakr ží and left the city of their birth. 


The journey from Makkah to Madinah, was not straight forward. 
They spent 3 nights in the cave of Thawr and then took a route 
towards the sea before turning north being guided by *Abdullah 
ibn Ariqat. “Amir ibn Fuhayrah šei also accompanied them. 


Along the way many miraculous events took place, the spider, the 
tree and the pigeons near the cave. The milk from the goat in 
Umme Ma‘bads’ tent and Suraqahs' horse sinking in the ground 
when he was approaching the party. 


Allah 35532 protected the group and they finally arrived in 
Quba' which is township just outside of Madinah. 
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
